Greetings- Wanted to add a couple comments re: probabable origin of the 
26Z5W and some others that are undoubtedly old hat to the OTs here. There is 
a certain amount of detective work and educated guesses that are part of 
determining the manufacturer of many tubes. A fellow I used to work with from 
NYC formerly with Western Electric told me that a lot of tube brand swapping 
used to go on; a tube stamped RCA might have been made by Sylvania, for 
example. Not every manufacturer made every tube shown in "their" catalogs. 
One clue (of many) that can be used is GE made extensive use of etching the 
tube number into the glass envelope, while RCA and the other manufacturers 
did not. In the case of the 26Z5W, I believe the only real manufacturer was 
Tung-Sol and just possibly, GE. Why? The only ad for this tube I ever saw in 
BA literature was one by Tung-Sol. Second, the Tung-Sol tube book has the 
only comprehensive spec sheets on it I've ever seen. Third, data on this tube 
is absent from the RCA HB-3 master through the 50s, the Sylvania tube tech 
manuals 3rd through 12th ed.(1956 thru 1965), and the Westinghouse manual of 
1957. The only tube vendor who provided data on this bottle other than 
Tung-Sol was GE, who listed it in a number of their Essential Characteristics 
manuals. A tip would be if any 26Z5s show up with the # etched in the glass, 


and I personally haven't seen any. And, if any GE branded ones are found 
without the telltale etching, they probably didn't make them. I have seen RCA 
branded ones (in addition to Tung-Sol), but given their non-publishing of any 
specs on it as mentioned earlier and the limited market, they probably just 
bought theirs from Tung-Sol like anyone else instead of reallocating an 
assembly line more profitably used making 6BA6s or some other tube they had a

Well, the 25Z5 is an old 6-pin tube designed for AC/DC radios, 

and has an octal equiv. in the 25Z6-G. I'm not sure how identical it is 

to the 26Z5 but clearly, as Jerry points out, the design philosophy seems 

to be similar. It really would be interesting to know why Collins settled on 
such an oddball tube (although I suppose we shouldn't complain, they 

could just as easily have stuck a bunch of 5R4-GYs in there!!). 


Incidentally, while we're on tube trivia here, glancing through the files of 
Dr. Vacuum Tube, there was a type similar to the 25Z5 (identical appearance 
and basing) called the 25Y5. It was, for all practical purposes, identical in 
characteristics to the 25Z5, except that it was "optimized" for use as a 
voltage-doubler on 220V power lines.

For the poster who has the Valient, and has not read that the 866A is a 
MERCURY VAPOR rectifier, it has the droplets of mercury inside that become 
vaporized to aid the rectification action of this tube! It has to have the 
droplets, or a smear of mecury, silvery coating, inside the bulb in order to 
function. 


The xrays are LOW DOSAGE, LOW ENERGY xrays, like the ones your color TV tube 
gives off as well (!!!), in fact anything having kilovolts bombarding a metal 
that can be excited. As long as you don't get too close to them in operation, 
when the Valient is out of the case, you are ok. You had better worry more 
about staying clear of the high voltage conductors when the Valient is out of 
the case. 


I realized in reading this, that we have a whole new generation of hams that are 
interested in BA's, but don't have a clue about the dangers of high voltage; 
keeping one hand in the pocket, not trying to neutralize a rig with high voltage 
ON, (do the adjustments in little steps, with the voltage turned off, then turn 
on to see the effect achieved), and having a "HOT STICK" to discharge kilovolt 
power supplies. READ an old handbook of the tube era, (ARRL Radio Amateurs 
Handbook) on the dangers of high voltage, and what is good practice, and follow 
it. THINK before each step of a repair, or adjustment. Use interlock HV 
disconnect switches or add them to rigs lacking them, so you can't take the case 
off with HV not discharged. 


REMEMBER: "There are old hams and bold hams, but no old, bold hams". SAFETY 
FIRST. If you are close enough for xrays to be a concern, you are too close to 
the high voltage. The steel cabinet of old BA's was a reasonable shield, and 
this is why it is good practice to either rack mount in steel or the 
manufacturers cabinet; old rigs having very high voltage supplies, for the 
overall electromagnetic shielding.

David, 

Those little drops of solder are in fact mercury. 
866a's are mercury vapor rectifiers. The proper operation 
of the transmitter is to turn on the power switch, wait 
several minutes for the the filaments to heat up and 
vaporize some of the mercury, and then apply high voltage. 
In other words, do not turn on the HV until things have had 
time to warm up. 

Don't throw out the tube that lost it's plate cap. As 
long as the seal is not broken and you can solder a wire to 
it, the tube can be saved. This usually involves cleanin 
out the old epoxy in the tube cap as well as removing the 
old lead and maybe enlarging the hole in the cap. Solder a 
new wire to the one protruding from the tube, epoxy the 
plate cap on the tube and solder the wire to the cap. I 
have done this to several 6146 and 6jb6 tubes.

The warning is put there as a precaution. There is always the opportunity to 

generate weak X-ray radiation when driving any high power tube to its maximum 
limits and the correct answer has lots of "it depends" factors. The shielding 
of the transmitter case should afford sufficient protection in the event any 

weak X-rays might be generated. If you have to service the power supply ina 

live situation, minimize your exposure time as a general precaution -much 

the same way if you were servicing a TV high voltage PS. 


Personally, I would be more concerned with the amount of radiation that one 
would receive after several hours of suntanning. With a thinning ozone layer, 
ultraviolet radiation would be a bigger health risk.

Others have commented, and very, on x-rays and the 866, so I shan't. 
However, only one OM mentioned warm-up. 


Though by my professional standards an 866 is just a little 
merc-vapor tube (the rectifiers in the old TV rig stood a couple of 
feett tall, with a globe about as big as your head!), they xmustx be 
good and warm before you apply the B+ to them, xespeciallyx if they have 
been sitting awhile. 866's are well-mannered (as such tubes go), but I'd 
let them perk for a half-hour or better, first time out of the box. 
After that, if you're turning the rig on once a week or better, 15 minutes 
should be fine. 

This *is*x on the cautious side, and tales abound of folks firing up 
the fils and hitting the plate voltage 15 seconds later--just finished 
reading a 1930s yarn by a tuna-boat Sparks in an old _Radio_ mag in which 
he has to do just that, as the radio shack genny produces too much RFI to 
leave it running while receiving. He was also getting less than a 
year's life out of the tubes, even though in several xmt-rcv cycles handling 
maritime traffic the tubes stay fairly warm. A long-stored mercury-vapor 
tube is a different animal from one that's been running, and should be 
awakened gently.

There was an Electric Radio article in the '91-92 time frame called 
"Restoration of the Central Electronics 100V" by Dennis Petrich, 
KOEOO of San Jose. Among other things, it explains how to fix the 
VFO dial mechanism...something I've been afraid to do all this time, 
fearing living with it was easier than a major mechanical disaster.

> I think the only way a vacuum tube amp could work over an entire ham band 
> without retuning would be to use a non-tuned or very low Q transformer. 


I worked somebody who was uSing one on 160 meters... he said the key was the 
relatively low plate voltage, thus the relatively low impedance to match. 
Details I can't remember fully. 


Another "broad-banded" tube rig is my (much later!) Signal/One CX7A. But 
truth is, the "broad band" setting is nothing more than a different, 
internally adjustable set of tuning and loading controls for each band! On 
80 meters, the tuning capacitance is even FIXED! Tube seems to work within 


ratings throughout the 80/75 meter band (though I haven't calculated 
efficiency in detail :-) ). On 40 and above, even when manually tuning, I 
can't discern much difference in knob position needed for one end of the 
band or the toher (assuming a matched load). 


Bet all of us should go back and really see how much retuning is needed on 
individual rigs for excursions from one end of the band to the other!

I remember the Chatham name on some big mercury-vapor rectifiers used in 

the telephone plant. These had a mogul screw base, and a braided wire 

lead for the plate - I'm not sure how the plate lead attached to the 

plate cap. They were used for charging 48 volt batteries. I don't remember 
how many amps per rectifier, but there were several rectifiers in the 
telphone office. The output was controlled by a motor-driven Powerstat. 

I remember watching some of these onetime - there was apparently an 
instability in the design, so I watched the Powerstat cycle continuously 
between the maximum and minimum limits. Later the Chatham bulbs were 
replaced by silicon rectifiers.

Hi John: Congrats on your CX7A. I bought one new (a "California box") 
in 1971as soon as I'd graduated college and got a job. My friend Howie 
Huntington (K9KM, ARRL Central Division vice director) had worked at 
ECI in St Petersburg in the late 60s during the development of the 
original CX7 (I mentioned some of this in my QST profile of Dick 
Ehrhorn, W4ETO, four or five years ago). Howie kept telling me about 
the "super rig" and I bought one as soon as I had the $2300. 


Mine worked flawlessly (one of the few, I guess!) until I took a lightning 
hit in May 1973, in Indianapolis. I moved to Connecticut in July 73. Sent 
the brown box to Joe Pontek, K8 something or other, in Michigan, for 
repair. He had it for months and when it came back it worked but 

was flaky. Fred Lass (now K2TR) worked on it some more. I sold it to 

a VE1 in about 1975. 


Sitting down at a CX7A and spinning the knobs again would be one 

of the great flashbacks of my life. It's been 20 years! I have operated 
hundreds of rigs in the last 33 years but I can't think of anything other 
than the CX7A that would evoke that sort of emotion.

Way back in late '60s when I was doing grad school in Boston 

(well, Cambridge) I bought a Navy HRO receiver set. I mean "set" 

Since there was the receiver, AC power supply, and a chest of 6 

plug-in coils (a 7th coil lived in the revr). All designed to 

rack mount. Thanks to the separate power pack and lack of bandswitching, 
the receiver was compact for its technology and not literally a BA. 


All three units were black crinkle finish. Coil chest door was 
hinged at top. 

The nameplate said something like Navy Bureau of Ships, 1940. 
The recever was of somewhat older design tho, cuz it used 6- and 


7-pin tubes. Don't recall if they were 78 or more modern numbers 
like 6D6, but definitely pre-octal. 


The tuning condenser had 4 gangs mounted transversely, worm-driven 
from the classic 0-500 HRO dial with the little windows that 
"slipped" a digit for each revolution. 2 RF stages, oscillator, 
and mixer. Also 2 IF stages. Dial tuning felt GREAT. 


Detector had been an 

infinite-impedance cathode follower according to some sort of 
shcematic I had with it, but that tube had been replaced by a 
little chassis box with 2 modern (octal) tubes on it that gave a 
diode detector, ANL (always on) and a triode 1st audio stage. 
This appeared to be an "official" retrofit kit. It even had a 
funny terminal on top where the original tube's grid cap went. 


The set was pretty basic -- no selectivity controls. Did have RF 
and AF gain, and the BFO Pitch rotated hard left to click-switch 
the BFO off. 


Coils went from around 100 KC up to 30 MC, continuous except for a 
"hole" at the IF freq. 


The one selectivity was outstanding! So was splatter rejection 

and dynamic range, thanks to those two RF stages. THis was the 

best LW beacon DXer I've ever had (and with a short wire antenna!), 

and probably the best MW BC set too. I could enjoy KDKA at 1020 

while in WBZ 1030's back yard. 27 to 30 MC band worded 

surprisingly well with those old 6/7-pin jugs (these were G/ST bottles, 
not those cute little GT). 


So who would like to say what model HRO this was? 

I sold it in early 70s to a guy who kept on listening till he got 
tired of listening and got his ham ticket. The way he spoke of 
that revr, I'm sure it never went to the trash pile. It was a BA 
well spent.

Your HRO was either an RAS, RAW or RBJ, if it lacked an S-meter and 
crystal filter (and didn't have ham-bandspread, which AFAIK no military 
HRO did, though after the war National offered a retrofit service to 
amateurs who'd bought the sets surplus). Pretty much an HRO-Jr. in 
uniform. * 

The nifty rackmount coil-storage, PSU and speaker came in well before 
the war, and could be had with any rackmount HRO. All-in-all, a very 
nice package! (At sea, though, you'd want a xsubstantialx latch on the 
coil-storage section!) 


The mod on yours sounds like it had been "upgraded" with the detector 
and anl first used in the HRO-5A1, about 1947. ....In the -5A1, the 
location of the ANL pot on the front panel makes the coil tweaks xveryx 
hard to get there; that and the shoehorning needed to stick the extra tubes 
in on the main chassis probably helped push the mechanically-redesigned

A subscriber wrote me to inquire about the list processor, and rather 
than answer all of you individually over time, I thought a single post 
would do better... of course this may fall victim to the same 
"problem" this addresses. And, such is life. 


> I have noticed that the number and frequency of posts will vary. 
Yes, it surely does... Some days (Mondays after a hamfest) are really 
prolific, and other days traffic is light. 


> What surprises me is when nothing is posted for 2 or 3 days. 

I have been reading this list for almost three years (since Jim posted 
his very first notice to the newsgroups about the formation of the 
list) and I have seen only ONE period of no posts, and the entire 
northeastern USA was out (and the server was at MIT) 


Last weekend for example I received only 2 posts. Was everybody out 
cutting their lawns or does the server go down for time to time for 
extended time. 

hesitate to say "never," but the list processor has NOT been down in 
long time. Phil attempted to *kill*x it (quite unintentionally, I

might add -- he was doing some housekeeping and sweep the whole thing 
into the weeds! ;%) but except for that, the list processor has been 
up continuously since the opening gun last December. 


What does happen, however, it that the network (Internet) is *xquitex 
dynamic. Sites go down, make changes, and live and breathe. I can not 
explain some of this, because I do not deal with it directly, but the 
way mail is transferred between systems involves a "name server" that 
accesses a database of "names" (i.e., jackatak.theporch.com) and 
addresses which control the routing of mail. There are several 
circumstances that alter how this system works, but when no "MX" 
record for a site exists, or when the "MX" record has expired and not 
been updated, or the network (locally) experiences an outage, the name 
server returns "host not found" or "host unknown" messages, and the 
mail is not deliverable. 


> How can I know if the server is up without pinging it and pissing 
> everybody off? 
In the most succinct phrase: "You can not." 


When Phil's system shuts down (he tries his best to schedule these 
local outages at very low traffic times) he does several things that 
save the incoming messages and processes them after he comes back up. 
Figure the server is up all the time (virtual time ;%) and also figure 
that the low traffic volume results from: 

a) an outage of the network from the internet provider here 

b) an outage of the network from your local provider 

c) a change in the mail location database 

d) an error in mailer configuration on your end 


Phil and I are trying to figure a way to make this more robust, so 
that a momentary outage doesn't result in boatanchors mail being not 
delivered. There was an apparent outage last night, for example, anda 
posting by Hal Waite hit during the trouble. Based upon the error 
traffic, I would say that less than 1/2 the list got that post, but 

a few other posts seem to have made it through. 


Having explained the "facts," I am not at all sure what to say or do 
about it. Given that in the first 8+ days of May, there have been 330 
posts to the list. Traffic is WAY up, not down... I would try talking 
with your internet provider, and be aware that just because the 
provider is a BIGGIE, like netcom.com, they are NOT immune to mailer 
problems and "host unknown"...

You aligned this thing, right? You might not have noticed that some of the 
slug wires may have an offset bend in them - because the attachment point at 
the rack end is not centered on the axis of the coil itself. If your final 
alignment point is not rotationally the same as the original one (where the 
thing spent the last 30 years), there might be some axial mis-alignment of 
the natural position of the slug and the axis of the coil. Thus: friction. 
(Kinda reminds me of accounts of birthing a calf in breach position.) 


If I remember correctly, the R-390 (non-A) had the abililty to center the 
slug wire on the axis of the coil. In the cost cutting design of the 
R-390A, that got removed. 


VVVVV VV VV VV VV 


Think you got that one backwards. All of the R390As I have owned have an 
adjustment for each slug to be centered in the axis of the coil. Check out 
the 2 phillips head screws for each coil on the coil rack. Simply loosen them 
up, and you can adjust the slug for minimum friction in the coil. Probably 
the best way to do this is to loosen the screws, and turn the meg and/or kHz 
knobs so that the slugs are at max penetration. Then tighten the 2 screws, 
making sure the threaded coil support does not move as you torque down the 
screws. 


One thing I do to keep the mechanics of my R390As smooth running is to take 
the beast outside and put it on a portable workbench. Remove the covers (if 
you have them) and let the front panel hang off the edge of the bench a few 
inches. Then take a can of WD40 and hose down the gears. WD40 is a pretty 
good solvent, and it will remove lots of crud and gunk in the drive train. It 
is also a pretty good lubricant, but it does not last too long. If the R390A 
gets used pretty often, this treatment should be done every few months. Also, 
make sure the little rollers on the coil racks stay well lubed. 


With regards to the tuning scheme used in the R390 vs. R390A, I believe the 
R390 used linear spaced turns in the coils. This required weird cam designs 
to achieve linear tuning. Also, the slugs themselves had to be hand picked 
for good tuning. The R392 suffered from the same problem. 

The R390A used tapered windings in the coils. So the cams are designed for 
linear travel (thus the cardioid shape). Slugs did not have to be hand 
picked. I would regard this as a big improvement.

On just one of the racks on one receiver, I noticed a number of SHINY FLATS 
on the "little rollers". So now I'm looking for a replacement rack, or a 
method to remove and replace the rollers. 


I do not recommend WD-40, unless you really do repeat the job every once in 
a while as Greg Suggests. I know one clock repair craftsman who charges 
extra to work on clocks which were lubed with WD-40. He earns it.

I've used Renaissance Wax very successfully on exteriors, on things like 
bakelite and black plastic, as well as many painted finishes. In 
addition to the expected effects of shining things up and repelling 
water, it really deepens the appearance of finishes, especially dark 
colors, and protects against those annoying fingerprint marks on 
pristine shiny finishes. Makes everything look very clean, too. I 
think of it as a very, very high quality version of Turtle Wax for 
Boatanchors, but it leaves no objectionable "waxy yellow buildup" and is 
trivial to apply. Nice stuff. It's expensive, but a little goes a long 
way. I haven't used even a quarter of the small tin I purchased. I got 
mine from an archival supplies company called Gaylord (sorry, no more 
information with me here at work). 


Many thanks to whomever on the Boatanchors list gave me the tip to use 
Renaissance Wax (perhaps it was Roy!).

Unforch, I seem to have a dud sideband filter. These 

things are the size of a small loaf of bread. The input 

and output terminals both show good continuity (about 4 ohms) 

so the driver and sensor windings are OK. However, all 3 filters 

show good RF drive going in, and the Carrier and other sideband filter 
have stuff coming out (about -20 dB lower), but this bad one 

has got SO/nada/zip/QRU/QRT. 


The manual says "Replace, don't repair" but I doubt the local Nat'l 
Guard armory has a stock of spares these days. 

And I'm sure a lot of you have had to try fixing 

mechanical filters in other gear. 


So, what do we know about prying one of these multi-stage 
mechanical filters apart and fixing it up? Least destructive 
ways of getting it open? Full of high-pressure gas or 

some such stuff (like some telephone relays)?

You don't want to even think about opening one of those filters...some were 


pressurized. Back in the good old days you could send one to Collins and 
they had a facility where they would repair them for you....cost about 
half the price of a new one. 


The Aix Force MARS dumped hundreds, perhaps thousands of those adaptors 
on us. I got four of the things and all had bad filters/servos/you name 
it. After a winter of trying to make one good one I said enough is 
enough and turned them over to another member. Ihad purchased a couple 
of the TMC mil adaptors which worked well and had three Hammarlund 
SPC-10s so really didn't need them. Beastly things to work on. 


I don't recall the IF freq but would guess those filters are at 500 khz, 
which sortof puts them in the class of direct replacement only. If they 
were 455 khz you could get some International radio filters....not cheap 
but great.

HEre's the wildest 75A4 modification I have ever seen. The source is the 
Japanese magazine "Ham Journal" 10/1991. The magazine features a long 
article about the 'A4, which is why I bought it--even though I don't speak 
Japanese. 


Anyway, the article includes a filter mod credited to JA6HK, formerly 
published in Ham Journal Issue 8 10/1976. JA6HK takes a stiff piece of about 
#12 wire and solders it to a terminal strip where C68 is connected (C68 is 
the coupling cap between the last IF amp (just after the mechanical filter) 
and the rejection tuning tube. 


Apparently by bending this 4" piece of wire to the magical position, one can 
increase the ultimate rejection of the filter to better than 100dB!!! 
Without the mod, 80 dB or so is the best you can expect. The magic position 
is one where it comes pretty close to C144. 


The nearest analogy I can come up with is the old dodge of using a piece of 
wire in the PA compartment as a neutralizing cap of sorts. Is this some sort 
of feedback concept or what? 


Any ideas?
